It is unsafe to leave the 
cltv ol' Cebu without armed escort 


and will shortly be promulgated. It is 
a liberal charter granting liberty of 
hs press and public meetings, and 
equality of religious creeds.

Peking, April 
17.—General Von 


Gyle, in command o£ 5,000 German 
and 3,000 French troops, is heading an 
expedition to attack Liu-Huilu, who is 
within 120 miles of Pao Ting Pu. Liu's 
position is inside the line defined by 
Field Marshal Von Waldersee as the 
sphere of operations of the allies. Liu 
has 10,000 men and has refused to 
retire. 
The aggregate of the indemnities 


demanded by the powers will net be 
reduced below £50,000,000, and K can 
not be too strongly pointed out how 
serious a danger would result from 
too excessive a reduction of claims. 1£ 
the powers fail to recoup their actual 
outlays ttcy are likely to seek com- 
pensation by separate secret arrange- 
ments with Peking, which would in- 
fallibly lead to grave complications. 


Claims Against China. 


Washington, April 17. — Later fig- 


ures are coming in respecting the in- 
demnity claims against China, which 
slightly modify these claims as report- 
ed from other sources. For instance, 
the French claim is now given as $56,- 
600,000 instead of $85,000,000 as re- 
ported. 
The Russian claim is about 


$87,000.000. The claim of Great Brit- 
ain is only about $27,000,000. The Ja- 
pan claim has also been cut down to 
less than $20,000,000. Germany's claim 
Is elastic, ranging from ?60,000,00 to 
$70,000,000. The little powers, those 
that furnished no troops at all, or an 
insignificant number, loom up with 
big bills. Belgium wants $6,000,000, 
and similar claims are preferred by 
Holland and Spain. 


City Records Guarded.

ritory. It is in this that the Beaumont 
wells were loufiu. The operations in 
it were first begun at Sour Lake, 
where the wells are very small. The 
region is almost as flat as a floor with 
an occasional elevation of limited di- 
mensions o£ limestone origan. 
The 


surface is good for rice raisins, and 
the lower depths for the production p£ 
oil. 


It is clear, therefore, that the first 


impression gained from reports of the 
wells in Texas were somewhat mis- 
leading. It was supposed that there 
was little or no rock of any description 
found at the depth where the supply of 
oil was secured. This is aa enormous 
mistake. The formation from whence 
tlie Beaumont oil comes from is of the 
most promising type as a depository of 
both oil and gas. It cannot be pos- 
sible that the well will not have a good 
supply of the latter, ar.d as to the oil, 
its supply will depend entirely upon 
the thickness of the formation. As 
yet it. appears that the wells that are 
capable of rich supplies have not pass- 
ed through it. It is a very porous J 
'orniation of limestone constituency, j 
The only question now to be settled

s that which relates to the extent of 
the oil deposit or of the formation 
that 


Acts as a Reservoir. 


Of course, the whole area of the neo- 
cene group may not be depended upon ^ 
for oil supplies any more than the; 
whole scope of the Trenton rock could 
be relied upon to produce oil. 


But it is not unlikely that there will

Mr. D. G. Fairchlld, one of the agri- 


cultural department's traveling repre- 
sentatives, has shipped troro Greece 
400 of the young trees which bear tbe 
pistachio uat, used largely ia the Uait- 
sd States for the flavoring of ice criiain 
and candies. The trees, according to 
a Washington special to the St. Louis 
Kepublic, -will be replanted in Arizona 
and New Merico, where, it is believed, 
the soil and climate are suited for 
their growth. 
They are expected to 


arrive in a few -weeks. 


The pistachio nut is known in Ameri- 


ca, generally speaking, only to con- 
fectioners, it being too expensive for 
common use. It is said, however, to be 
oue of the moat delicious of eating 
nuts- 
In appearance it resembles a. 


good deal the almond, except that the 
meat, in most varieties, is a bright 
green, imparting that color to creams 
and candy flavored -tvith it. 


The nut is very popular ia Mediter- 


ranean ports, where it has driven al- 
most all other nuts out of the market 
Although the But is grown mainly ia 
Greece, it is sold almost invariably by 
Syrian boys, who go about the streets 
with a bag of nuts thrown over their 
shoulders. 


These boys, by thfr way, have a pe- 


culiar method of doing business. Tbey 
enter cafes and other places where 
people are seated and, holding out a 
handful of the nats, invite a guess as 
to tlie number. If the person guesses 
correctly, he is given the nuts for noth- 
ing. If lie fails to guess correctly, he 
is honor bound to buy them. 


Mr. Fair-child has also sent to tlie <3o- 


pnrtment an equal number of young 
filbert trees from Greece. Tho nuts 
from these trees are the largest and 
have the finest flavor of any filberts 
the deDartmeat has yet discovered, 
and an"effort is to be made to encour- 
age their growth. 


Some- fine specimens o£ the English 


walnut have also been lately received, 
some of them being several times as 
large as the ordinary English walnut 
found in our markets. English wal- 
nuts are grown in various parts cf the 
United States, California being au es- 
pecially large producer, but their con- 
sumption has grown so rapidly that the 
importation of the nut has not been 
decreased. 


The importation of nuts Into the 


United States amounts each year to 
between ?2,000.000 and §3,000,000, and 
the department is anxious that as 
much as possible of this money should 
be kept at home. 
English -walnuts, 


despite their name, are not grown in 
England, but in Persia and 
other 


warm, dry countries, as are also most 
of the other nuts used in America for 
table purposes. 


The department experts believe that 


Arizona and New Mexico, ns well as 
parts of some of the southwestern 
elates, are suited botu as to soil and 
climate to raise any kind of nuts and 
fruits that can be grown in Persia, Ara- 
bia or Greece. 


The date palm has been found to 


flourish on the arid alkali plains of 
Arizona, and they promise not only to 
make those barren wastes yield a prof- 
itable harvest, but the hope of the fu- 
ture is that they will some day supply 
the American market with home grown 
dates, apart from the question of re- 
claiming the deserts.

vasion af the western states caused a 
long period of low prices for farm pro- 
ducts, espeeiaBy for wheat: but for 
several years population growth has

time cannot be distant when the de- 
mand for breadstnffs will be snch as 
to make agriculture profitable evea la 
toe northwest and in apjte of the long 
haul b/ rail. Far-seeing capitalists 
are said to have bought ihonsands of 
acres of the abandoned farm land In 
the BaJcotaa. It is estimated that the 
imtaigratloD into the northwest from 
ether parts of tbe country this season 
will reach not Jesa than 200,<K)0 per- 
sous.
